The headquarter building of the Azad Hind Government 
and tiie residential quarters of Hetaji, accord inf; 
to £hri Guha, are still there in the sea beach of 
Singapore and, therefore, he urged PM to persuade 
the Government of Singapore to sell it to us so that 
we could set up there the headquarters of an Indian 
Cultural Mission for the whole of South-East Asia.

Shri Guha said that there were many places connected 
with the history of Netaj i and IMA activities in

(xi) Shri Guha said that another thing came 

before the Khosla and £hah Nawaz Commissions and 
added: ”It was an intelligence report to the 
/Government of India that the Russian Ambassador 
| in Kabul and a Russian Vice-Consul in Tehran, 

'both of them publicly admitted in 1946 that Netaji 
Subha s Bose reached Moscow. Biis was a report of 
our Intelligence Winrr to the Government of India 
that was sent from Kabul and Tehran. Ihat is on 
record and it is with the Khosla Commission as well 
as the Snah Nawaz Commission. I would request that 
Hon, Minister to find out whether it can be had from 
the Government of USSR as to what actually happened 
because it has been admitted both by Shah Nawaz

Plea S e refer to the correspondence resting with yoar 
letter no . I si/ Goans/ 1446/7 7, dated November 3,l977(nara 3) 
regarding a piece of the INA Martyrs Memorial which Shri 
Shah Navaz Khan had left behind in Pakistan. 

2. We have heard from 3hri Khan to the effect gfchat the 
address of his erstwhile house in Rawalpindi is Village & 

P.0, Matore, fehsil Kahuta. The house is at present occupied 
by his brother Col, (Retd) Uohd. Zlawaz 

3. According to 3 hri Khan, the backgroimd is, briefly, that 
during Pandit Nehru 1 s visit to Malaya in 1946, he was given 
inter -alia, a small piece of marble (aporox.S" x4”) vhich 
was suTdHto be a part of the foundation stone of the shahid 
Memorial led by Hetaji in 1945 in Singapore. (The Memorial 
had been dynamited by the British forces soon softer they 
reoccupied Singapore^; some Indiampicked up this niece 

'which they presented to Pandit Nehru), On pandit Hehru’s 
return, he handed the marble piece to Shri Khan who 7 'as 
instructed by Sirdar Patel^then the Treasure*.©* the Congress 
Party and the IKA Relief Fund, to retain it in safe custody. 

He took it to his residence in- Rawalpindi and locked it in a 
steel box. During 1946-47, Shri Khan was busy in India. In 
1943, he visited Pakistan for a short while and found that 
the marble piece was still there. He wag evacuated from 
Pakistan shortly after dandhiji’s assassins tion. His wife and 
children stayed on until 1952 when they were eveuated.He 
has no information about what happened thereafter to the 
m&rable piece which rsnained in the house. .The house was 
unoccupied ’out lookfJafter by Shri Khan’s relatives. Col. (Retd) 
Khan reoccupied the house in 1973, having retired from Batas 
sometime in 1976. 

4. Would it now be possible to have some discreet 
.inquiries on the subject and let us know your findings?

Reference your letter No. J/125/35/78 dated 
the 16th June 1978 regarding a piece of the I.N.A.

2. Para 3 of your letter describes how the 
piece is probably still in the house currently 
occupied by Col. (Retd.) Khan, para 4 of your 
letter, however, enquires whether some discreet 
enquiries on the subject can be made. I would 
not advocate this course^ of action. Any discreet 
enquiry on our part may do no better than get 
Col. Khan into trouble. 

3. Two courses of action are possiblet 

(a) When Shxi Shah Nawaz Khan comes to 
Pakistan he can, without any trouble, 
go to the house, locate the piece and 
return to India with it; or 

(b) we make a formal request to the Foreign 
office for this souvenir.
